spokesman said in Cairo that an 
Arab oil embargo would increase 
until the United States takes an 
“ even-handed" policy in the Middle 
East.

extremely critical of U.S. military 
aid to Israel 
Col. Nachman Kami, the Israeli 
spokesman, said one of the Egyptian 
attacks today involved a series of 
infantry assaults that penetrated 
Israeli lines in the northern Sinai in 
six hours of fighting, and that tanks 
moved 
forward 
simultaneously 
before being driven back by Israeli 
fire. 
It was the first time the 40,000- 
man Egyptian 2nd Army holding the 
northern sector of the Suez Canal 
line was involved since the cease­ 
fire began 12 days ago. It carried out 
three separate attacks while the 
trapped 3rd Army to the south was 
involved in a minor clash between a 
patrol and Israeli troops. 
“ There is tension in the area,” 
Kami said after a visit to the Canal 
line. 
“ The Egyptians are fully 
deployed east and west of the canal 
and to defend Cairo.” 
Kami said two Egyptian bodies 
were found and the Israeli National

Egyptians 
surrendered No Israeli losses were 
reported.

County Parks Department officials said 
the hope now is that the county can 
renegotiate a long lease with Giorgi to 
cover the falls and 40 acres at Nojoqui 
Falls County Park, south of Solvang, prior 


to expiration of the present three-year 
lease next June 
Four members of the County Park 
Commission, headed by Hal Bruington, of 
Santa Barbara, met Thursday with Giorgi 
at the Nojoqui park. With them were 
County Park Director Michael Pahos, 
Assistant Park Director Fred Kggiman 
and Nojoqui Park ranger Floyd Campbell 
But Giorgi’s answer was “ no” when the 
subject of possible sale came up The 
property now leased by the county was 
appraised 
at $60,000 two years ago. 
including $40.000 for the falls 
Commissioners who toured the park and 
falls areas with Giorgi and Campbell 
included Carter Ray, of Isla Vista; Ray 


Jacobs, of Lompoc, and Marilyn 0 Keefe, 
of Montée ito 
They indicated they felt that as the falls 
are a “ significant” part of the entire park, 
it might be wise to seek to negotiate a long 
lease with Giorgi next spring 
Some of the commission members have

Seemingly overwhelmed by problems posed by the 
simultaneous incorporation bids filed by Goleta Valley, Isla 
Vista and Hope Ranch Park, the Locai Agency Formation 
Commission has voted to have a full-scale “ spheres of 
influence” public session held Nov. 29 prior to opening 
incorporation hearings Dec 27 
LAFCO chairman R. Lockwood Tower, of Montecito, who 
was renamed to his post for another year, predicted that 
“ the decision we make will probably be the most important 
governmental decision in Santa Barbara County in the next 
50 years.” 
There were these other developments at the 2Vt hour 
LAFCO session at the County Administration Building: 
—Hope was expressed that state funding and staff 
expertise might be provided to LAFCO to help its 
overworked staff in preparation of incorporation findings. 
—A request was put before LAFCO to consider a north 
county 
spheres of influence session before problems 
accumulate there on this issue as are now plaguing south 
coast communities.

to City Council. 
—The 
importance of getting

input

governments and special districts was stressed as needed 
by LAFCO and its staff before final determinations could 
be made. 
—The possibility loomed, also, that LAFCO might 
consider denying all three incorporation proposals without 
prejudice, or ask for temporary withdrawal of the 
applications, until it could get more information to make 
wise decisions. County Supervisor Francis H 
Beattie 
declared it might be advisable “ to have staff stall these 
proposals” for a time, adding that he felt economic 
considerations might not have been fully considered. 
—Hope Ranch Park now has a “ greater singleness of 
purpose” toward incorporation than before as a result of 
the Goleta Valley incorporation proposal which includes 
Hope Ranch, said William Moore, chairman of the Hope 
Ranch incorporation committee 
—Funding and extra staff aid to assist the LAFCO staff 
under Johnson, who is also county administrative officer, 
may be sought from the Board of Supervisors, as there is a 
state directive for LAFCO to determine spheres of 
influence in the county. Area Planning Council aid might 
also be sought to develop further data. 
—LAFCO commissioners set the Dec. 27 date to open a 
public hearing on the three incorporation bids as being 
within the 70-Say time frame allowed for a hearing after 
filing of proposals. The commission can continue its 
hearings for a naximum of another 70 days, before closing 
the public hearing, then has a maximum of 35 days to make 
its decisions. 
—Santa Barbara Mayor David Schiffman pointed out the 
alternative LAFCO has of denying the petitions without 
prejudice and call on applicants “ to come back later when 
we are in a better position ... we must look at the greater 
good for the greatest number in this affair.” 
—A sphere of influence for agricultural was urged by 
Goleta Valley rancher George Cavalletto, who is also an 
attorney. He called for a strict line of demarcation on the 
south coast especially to mark off agriculture lands from 
urban areas. 
—Commissioner Ray Seider, of Carpinteria, said he felt 
input from cities was essential in meeting problems of 
spheres of influence and future incorporation.

The chairman of the Senate 
committee studying Gerald R. Ford’s nomination to be vice 
president says his mail contains many letters urging that 
congressional approval of Ford he delayed until it is known 
whether President Nixon w ill resign 
But Sen Howard Cannon, D-Nev., chairman of the Senate 
Rules Committee, which hears more testimony from Ford 
today, said he is against any such delay 
Cannon said in a television interview Sunday many letter 
writers have told him “ they believe that M r Nixon is likely 
to resign and that they just don’t want to see him have the 
opportunity to appoint his own replacement 
But Cannon said, “ My own view is that we should proceed 
in our normal actions along this line, and that M r Ford’s 
nomination should not be held hostage to anything else.” 
Cannon added that he does not think Nixon should resign 
Sen Edward W. Brooke, R-Mass., who called Sunday for 
Nixon’s resignation, said that Ford should be approved 
before the President stepped down. 
Cannon appeared on CBS’ “ Face The Nation 
while 
Brooke was interviewed on A B C ’s “ Issues and Answers ’’ 
Cannon said the Rules Committee has requested Dr. 
Arnold Hutschnecker of New York to testify under oath in 
executive session concerning a report that Ford received 
psychotherapy from him The committee also wants to 
question form er lobbyist Robert N. Winter-Berger, author 
of a book which contained the report, in executive session 
Ford has testified that he visited I)r Hutschneeker’s of­ 
fice for 15 minutes at W inter-Berger’s urging, because Win­ 
ter Berger apparently wanted to impress the doctor with 
his Washington contacts. He said the visit was not for 
treatment.

The Arroyo Grande Eagles had 
never defeated Cabrillo, but it would 
certainly have happened Friday

Independent prosecutor 


WASHINGTON - George Meany 
of the AFL-CIO, a bull who carries 
his own China shop with him, has 
been 
huffing 
and 
puffing 
at 
President Nixon whom he helped, if 
only in a negative way, to be re­ 
elected in 1972. In his latest blast he 
said the President was in a fragile 
mental state so overwhelmed by the 
cares of his office as to be on the 
verge of a breakdown 
Such a reckless statement by a 
public 
figure 
is 
a 
profound 
disservice. In the opinion of this 
observer Mr. Nixon intends to stay 
in office for the duration of his 
second 
term 
and, 
therefore, 
anything that further cripples him 
can only add to the plague of doubt 
and uncertainty hanging over this 
capital. 
I say this hesi­ 
tantly, since I was 
wrong about Spiro 
Agnew. I wrote that 
the vice president 
would tough it out, 
since that was the 
opinion early in the 
Department of Jus­ 
tice. Agnew was, of 
course, 
privately bargaining to avoid a jail 
sentence 
under 
a 
five-count 
indictment. 
Short of some new disclosure of 
wrongdoing in his administration 
dwarfing what has already come to 
light, the President will not be 
impeached. Congress doesn’t have 
the heart for it. In his speech to the 
AFL-CIO 
convention 
in 
Miami 
Beach 
Sen. 
Hubert 
Humphrey 
talked common sense, pointing out 
the hazards in the impeachment 
process. This was in contrast to 
other orators who got cheers and 
applause by calling for Nixon’s 
scalp. 
Short of an accident, the only 
other way out is by resignation. No 
one close to the President believes 
he will be the first chief executive to 
step out. 
There is, however, a rubicon the 
President will cross at his own great 
risk. That is to insist that the 
prosecution of all the charges left 
hanging by the firing of Archibald 
Cox 
be 
kept 
in 
the 
Justice 
Department and, therefore, remain 
a 
subordinate

of 
the 
administration 
No 
amount 
of 
rhetoric about independence will 
make

credible. 
Opinion

of

independent prosecutor created by 
act of Congress with appointment by

Judge John J. Sirica and responsible 
to the grand jury. To oppose that 
sentiment will be to give a new 
upsurge to impeachment, which was 
damped down by the decision on the 
tapes. 
A monstrous undertaking awaits 
the special prosector. It alone will 
require weeks of diligent effort to 
ready a case for presentation to a 
grand 
jury. 
One 
memorandum 
appears to involve the President 
directly in calling off the antitrust 
bloodhounds and allowing a giant 
conglomerate merger. 
Each day brings new reports of 
strange 
financial 
finagling. The 
President’s 
close 
friend, 
Bebe 
Rebozo, and the $100,000 in cash 
from Howard Hughes in Rebozo’s 
safety-deposit 
box 
and 
more 
recently the million-dollar stock 
portfolio, including allegedly stolen 
securities, 
are 
two 
glaring 
examples. 
All this touching an 
intimate Nixon friend deserves the 
closest investigation, and if the 
inquiry warrants it to be followed by 
prosecution. 
Cox had only begun to take up the 
cases involving illegal campaign 
contributions by corporations and 
corporation executives. A start has 
been made in this area, but many 
more cases require preparation and 
ultimate action. 
Hardly halfway through when he 
was fired, Cox had done a splendid 


job He was hitting close to the man 
in the White House and his best 
friends. To find a successor will not 
be 
easy. 
But 
a 
guarantee 
of 
independence in an act of Congress 
will help 
Nixon's press conference remarks 
hardened the opposition in Congress 
to a prosecutor appointed by a 
President. This can become still 
another confrontation when that is 
the 
last 
thing 
the 
embattled 
President 
needs. 
While a 
new 
prosecutor does not require a Senate 
confirmation, 
a 
new 
attorney 
general does. In a confirmation 
hearing the conflict would come into 
sharp focus. 
What the President does not seem 
to understand is that an independent 
prosecutor’s 
findings 
would 
be 
accepted by the public. If, as he so 
angrily declared, his friend Rebozo 
has 
been 
unjustly 
accused 
of 
financial finagling, there could be no 
surer warrant of his innocence than 
a declaration coming from an 
independent inquiry. The President 
could hardly argue that the charges 
simply be ignored. 
If he is not to resign and is 
unlikely to be impeached, he must 
reach some accommodation with 
the opposing forces. Failing that, we 
are in for three weeks of haggling 
and acrimony.

Sad letter 


We received a personal letter last 
week from Maria Jungsin Rhim and 
family of Pusan, Korea A sadder 
letter we have never read 
Maria Jungsin Rhim is 19 years 
old. Her father died of pulmonary 
tuberculosis three years ago. Her 
mother has been hospitalized for 
several 
months 
with 
“aplastic 
anemia.” She is being treated at a 
cost of $16 per day, a discount rate. 
“ It is the kind of 
money 
very 
few 
people can afford to 
pay, 
especially 
when you don’t have 
f a t h e r 
in 
the 
h o u s e , ” 
Mar i a 
writes. 
“ Buy 
my A; 
mother has got to \ \ ^ 
live at all cost, not 
much for my sake 
but for the sake of 
my 
two 
young 
sisters 
and 
two 
little brothers " 
Maria writes that she has been 
earning $2 a day peddling on the 
streets such small items as comb, 
toothbrush, chewing gum and the 
like.

“ But it is not enough to feed, 
clothe 
and 
educate 
my 
little 
brothers and sisters, let alone my 
mother's medical expenses,” she 
adds. “ Much of the times I went 
around begging in order to gather as 
many pennies as possible, but it still 
didn’t amount to much." 
B ut 
M a r i a ’s 
woes 
a r e 
compounded. 


“On top of it all," she continues, 
“recently a doctor at the hospital 
announced that I have tuberculosis 
and its cause is said to be excessive 
labor and malnutrition and he said 
that I must rest and eat well and 
take medicines.” 


She says that this is like being 
sentenced to death, “for how am I to 
get 
the 
rest, 
good 
food 
and 
medicines when I cannot even 
support my sick mother, and my 
brothers and sisters under normal 
state of health?” 


Maria's letter was forwarded to 
us by Father Francis Wang of the 
United Heart Mission in Pusan. 
Father Wang has 
written to us 
before and received our address 


from a Lompocan who served in 
Korea. 
Father Wang, along with the 
letter, sent us a photo of Maria and 
her brothers and sisters around a 
hospital bed observing a transfusion 
being given to their mother. 
As we stated, a sadder letter we 
have never read 
Maria could be helped through the 
United Heart Mission, P.O. Box 284, 
Pusan 600. Korea.

There, a very 
sober and convinced 
Mrs. Charlotte Blob

like Lompoc)

reaches of credibility with accounts 
of separate UFO sightings by trust­ 
worthy people and then, like one of 
the Venusian scout ships she came 
to describe in detail, tilted toward 
one side and soared away into the

incredible velocities. 
Most 
of

presumably began to bubble with 
rational 
dissensions 
somewhere 
between the opening accounts of Air 
Force pilots reporting saucer-like 
craft flying off their wing tips and 
the later descriptions of outer space 
“mother ships,” horizons full of 
saucers formations trailing glowing 
wakes of ionized particles and a 
lithe, benevolent space man with 
flowing blond hair. 
But 
the 
intuitive 
gas 
most 
definitely was there, the crowd was 
fidgeting with it, whether due to 
ingestion 
of 
a 
few 
too 
many 
unripened syllogisms or just too 
huge a helping of the unknown. 
Nor did Mrs. Blob betray a crumb 
of doubt herself as she described the 
desert encounter between the noble 
blond 
space 
creature 
(strongly 
reminiscent to this writer of the 
hard-back chairs in Sunday School) 
and the late George Adamski, whose 
book, 
“ Flying 
Saucers 
Have 
Landed” was the chief source for 


the 
most 
indigestibly 
specific 
morsels on Tuesday noon’s cerebral 
steam line. 
To Mrs. 
Blob the benevolent 
golden-locked visitor was a fact. 
The writer had no trouble, though, 
subduing a passing impulse to crack 
open the door to the kitchen to see if 
this same man was perhaps having 
coffee with the cook, awaiting Mrs. 
Blob’s cue to come on stage himself. 
But, though, as she presented it, 
the topic invited levity, poking fun 
at UFO enthusiasts is like doing 
both of two things. It’s like smiling 
when a boy’s home made glider 
crashes — because it’s got no tail 
section. It’s also like telling Galileo 
ridiculingly 
to 
fold 
away 
his 
telescopes. 
Mrs. Blob's message was that the 
craft, as she said, “are of an extra 
terrestrial origin. They date from 
before Biblical days and they are 
not hostile.” Craft observed and 
photographed by many individuals, 
some with scientific backgrounds, 
appear in the photographs to be 
surrounded by what she described 
as glowing electro magnetic or 
electrostatic force fields. 
The 
extraterrestrials, though 
benificent, are concerned with us, 
she asserts, because they believe a 
thermonuclear 
war 
here 
could 
indirectly perturb their planets’ 
orbits (Mars and Venus). 
Perhaps this rich specificity is the 
least palatable part of Mrs. Blob’s 
spread. 
There 
are 
full-time 
scientists employed at research 
institutions 
to 
investigate 
the 
possibility of life elsewhere in the 
universe. But these men are dour 
and skeptical by comparison. And 
none would certainly venture to 
predict the location of the rest room 
aboard a Venusian scout saucer. 
In contrast, we have Mrs. Blob 
herself who, without giving us any of 
her background, approaches her 
main interest with the same degree 
of detached analysis exercised by 
Joan of Arc. This detracts from the 
solid credibility the UFO inquiry 
deserves. 
Mrs. Blob’s unqualified success 
comes with her assertion that even 
if government leaders themselves 


had vast and specific knowledge of 
space visitors, as she says they do, 
they would have no reason to inflict 
the 
knowledge 
upon 
a 
closed 
minded, panicky 
public 
with 
a 
fluttery craw for the unusual. 
If extraterrestrials have been 
observing us. maybe when we re 
ready to accept them, then we will 
see them Maybe they already know 
this. Maybe they’re waiting for us.
